“Sir, —Criminal, ‘ wotu}, wicked, wanton,

money—this is my Inbel for our Govern, 
ment if they sanction the building of two 
battleships. : 

* First, let us look into the price that 
the taxpayers will have to pay, The 
vessels’ cost” will not be tess than nine 
millinns each; another :30, of 40’ millions 
will be required for enlarging docks,’ sub- 
sidiary veyse’s, vete. ; their upkeep will. be 
about. half.a million a year. 

This “expenditure I consider, Sad. y 
| know, to. be uterly ‘anwarrantable, These 
two véxsels are not wanted, and they will, 
when they are, built, be of no use for 
fighting purposes... The public will ask, 
or they ought, to ask, Why-tire these two 
ships going to be built if they have no. 
fighting value? The answer is: Tt isa 
trick of the politicians to catch the Dock. 
yardmen’s vote, That is why the tnx- 
payer, ix asked to pay thie huge sum of 
money. 

| Among dur 660 hobstete of Pasliiment 
have we not. ne member sufficiently honest 
honourable, and’ patriotic to protest 
against and stop this wicked waste of tho 
faxpayers’ inoney,! I sincerely hope that 
among our ‘legislators ‘not one but many 
Will be found to protest agninst this (ad- 
jectivey as before) waate,of tho nation’s 
money.
